mals, the audience heard T, J. 
Cunha, Head of the Department 
of Animal Husbandry, Univer- 
sity of Florida, call for more 
scientific practices and more 
®og-range planning in raising 
Florida beef. In a sketch of 
what the future holds for cattle 
production in Florida, Cunha 
told his audience that Palm 
Beach County ranked third in 
the counties around the lake in 
the growth of the cattle indus- 
try. : 

Cunha called for the replace- 

ent of poor quality beef. Pro- 

ction could be two or three 
times greater than it is now. He 


outlined a three-point program 
for the improvement of herds 
and the industry in general: 

1. Better fertilization. 

2, Better management. 

3. Better production. 

Great Opportunity 

“All indications are that in 
Florida and the southeast, if 
you"re. interested, it's a great 
opportunity. There are two mil- 
lion acres of improved. pastures 
in the state with only two-thirds 
of it being treated as it should 
be, There's another six million 
acres that can be developed," 
he said. j 

The speaker said the normal 
population increase plus the in- 
crease in beef consumption per 
person would require more 
people in the business to pro- 
duce more than is now being 
marketed and processed. 

"It's taking less people to run. 
farms," he said. "The little faré 
mer must be a more efficient 
man to survive in tfle future, 
Opportunities exist in agricul- 
ture. Young people need to get
